A man was killed and 20 per¬ 
sons were injured in 10 of 27 
traffic accidents in the Quad- 
City area during the weekend. 

Samuel M. Kniseley, 60, of 
19l4a Grand avenue, apparent¬ 
ly suffered fatal injuries when 
his auto struck a utility pole in 
the 3000 block of Madison at 
.1:35 a.m. Saturday. He was pro¬ 
nounced dead at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital 15 minutes later. 

Witnesses who were headed 
south behind him said that he 
was driving about 35 miles per 
hour and that his car suddenly 
swerved toward the pole in 
front of Granite City high 
school after rounding the turn 
from Nameoki road. 

The crash damaged the right 
front of the car and an Illinois 
Power Co. pole. Mr. Kniseley. 
who suffered a chest injury and 
forehead laceration, was taken 
to the hospital by ambulance. 

Whether he might have been 
stricken with a sudden illness 
was not determined: he is not 
believed to have been under 
recent medical care. An inquest 
will be conducted. 

Mr. Kniseley was employed 
as bartender at the Pontoon 
Beach Tavern, having worked 
there for the past six months. 

Born in Leadville, Colo., he 
had resided in Granite City for 
50 years. He was a member of 
the Methodist church and the 
bartenders' union. 

His lone survivor is a brother, 
George Kniseley of Birming¬ 
ham, Ala.

Illinois Democratic leaders 
were expected to announce 
their endorsement of candidates 
ior U. S. Senator and governor 
late today after leaders of fhe 
state Democratic central com¬ 
mittee huddle in Chicago with 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. 

The committee's slatemaking 
job got under way in Spring- 
field Friday with a closed door 
session in which it received 
qualifications of candidates for 
the top party spots on this 
vear's election ballots, and 
from which State Treasurer Ad- 
lai Stevenson Ill emerged as 
the apparent leading contender 
for the governor's candidacy. 

Sixteen aspirants who ap¬ 
peared before the committee 
Friday were in Chicago today 
for the final Showdown on the 
committee's choice. 

State Sen. Paul Simon of 
Troy, who has been conducting 
an active campaign in a bid 
for endorsement in the U. S. 
Senator's post where he would 
oppose veteran U. S. Senator 
Everett M. Dirksen, said in 
Springfield that he prefers the 
senatorial post, but indicated 
he would accept any “draft" 
for any post, such as lieutenant 
governor.

Gov. Ottp Kemer's recent an¬ 
nouncement that he would not 
seek re-election cleared the way 
for a flurry of applicants for 
the governor's post.

Fire Insurance Policy Described 
As the Least Read Legal Document 


Have you read your fire in¬ 
surance policy lately—or ever? 

The fire insurance policy has 
been described as “the legal 
document which almost every¬ 
one has but to which he pays 
he least attention.” 

Many lawsuits result because 
i>eople do not comply with the 
conditions of their policies. 

Standard Form Use 
Actually, every insured home¬ 
owner in the state has the 
fame basic fire coverage, since 
Insurance companies are re¬ 
quired by law to use a form of 
policy prescribed by the State 
Department of Insurance. 

Here are some conditions of 
ibis standard policy: 

If you suffer a loss, you 
I must notify your Insurance 
: company promptly. 

When an Insurance ad¬ 
justor comes from your 
company, you must allow 
him to see the property, 
and must cooperate with 
him. 

You must take inventory 
of the property damage, 
showing if you can, the 


cost of the property. Its age 
and fair market value. 

Within 60 days after the 
loss you must give a sworn 
statement, called a proof of 
loss, to your insurance 
company. You must state 
to the best of your knowl¬ 
edge the cause of the fire 
and amount of the loss, and 
provide certain other infor¬ 
mation required by the 
policy. 

If you allow your property to 
become rundown, or carry ex- 
posives onto the property, or 
allow it to remain unoccupied 
for a 6<Lday period, your insur¬ 
ance may be suspended. 

Testimony Under Ooath 
The insurance company has 
the right to examine you under 
oath about the loss. 

If you and your company 
dannot agree as to the value of 
the destroyed or damaged 
property, you can demand an 
appraisal and nominate an ap¬ 
praiser to represent you. 

You must bring a lawsuit 
within 12 months after the loss 
if you and the company fail to 
reach an amicable settlement. 
Otherwise, your claim is 
barred and you will be unable 
to recover. 


Inaction By County On Local Murder 
Indicates It May Never Go to Trial 

Madison county is widely regarded as a 
friendly area. But William Harder, a Canadian 
who came to the U. S. 12 years ago to ply his 
trade as a carpenter, did not find it so. 

Critical of what he viewed as hoodlum in¬ 
fluence in the Wood River carpenters' local, Mr. 
Harder became the subject of harassment last 
summer. He was awakened twice during the 
early morning of Sept. 9 by men outside his 
trailer home on Chouteau Slough road, once at 
I a.m. by operation of a power lawnmower and 
three hours later by a shotgun blast that broke a 
window of the trailer. 

He followed two men who threatened to 
shoot his cow. but first telephoned an individual 

and said. “- and - tire in front of my 

house with guns. 1 wanted to let you know this in 
case anything happens to me.” A few minutes 
later, he lay dead of shotgun wounds in the 
chest. The names were relayed to county 
officials. 

Suspects must be considered innocent until 
proven guilty, and objective rules must be ap¬ 
plied regarding the admission,of evidence and 
testimony. But it is frustrating and disillusioning 
to local residents to see months go by without 
the case going to the grand jury or coming to 
trial. There are no plans to dismiss existing mur¬ 
der charges but also no plans to proceed with 
prosecution due to a lack of "new evidence. 

In the past, such a "wait and see" approach 
has usually ended in eventual abandonment of 
slaying investigations. Passage of time dims the 
memories of those with knowledge of the cir¬ 
cumstances. obliterates conditions present at the 
time and scene of the crime, and makes it more 
difficult to assemble witnesses due to* illness, 
death and change of residence. 

A local husband, father of five and grand¬ 
father of four has been brutally killed. Surely, 
alert police work—aided by the cooperation of 
all citizens—could uncover more information, 
enabling the case to reach a stage where a trial 
jury can evaluate the validity of prosecution and 
defense presentations.

Financing of Regional Bus System 
Being Placed On A Sounder Basis 

As noted here several times in the past, it 
didn’t make sense for Missouri legislators to ig¬ 
nore metropolitan transportation needs and 
block acceptance of matching funds offered to 
the Bi-State Transit System by the Illinois and 
federal governments. Now, favorable action fi¬ 
nally has taken place. 

With $300,000 being made available by 
Missouri for 1968, the transit authority will get 
another $200,000 from this state and $1 million 
from the U. S., enabling it to reverse' a cost 
squeeze that has seen services reduced and 
equipment replacement accounts jeopardized. 

Bi-State for some time has been the only 
major public transit network operated solely 
from farebox revenue. This unrealistic situation 
is coming to an end. and those who depend on 
bus service—or would like to—can look forward 
to it as a convenience likely to have some degree 
1 of permanence. 

Drafting of Graduate Students Will 
Affect Higher Educqtion Planning 

Regardless of how wise or unwise is the 
decision to draft graduate students into the 
armed forces, it will neetfr to be taken into con¬ 
sideration in higher education planning. 

With S1U-SW anticipating a 30% to 50% 
drop in first-term male graduate students due to 
the scheduled induction of many college gradu¬ 
ates in the 23-26 age range there may well be 
more classroom capacity than was originally 
projected. 

All of which further weakens the argument 
for a junior college, and further challenges the 
logic of Illinois Higher Education Board; efforts 
to discourage enrollment of freshmen and sopho¬ 
mores at state universities. 

Time Is Near to End Unsightly

Litton Industries, 
General Electric, American 
Telephone and Telegraph, 
American Airlines, World Air¬ 
ways and Royal Dutch. 

We need more income. We 
have come to doubt our own 
^judgment in investing and won¬ 
der If we would be wise to buy 
mutual funds? 

A. Your holdings in Southern 
California E d i s on. Texaco. 
AT&T, Royal Dutch and UMC 
give you reasonable Income 
with a reasonable chance for 
growth in the value of your in¬ 
vestment. 

The other stocks you have 
range from no income to a high 
of 2V4%: most are well under 
2% in yield. 

Growth vs. Income 

While some of them have ex¬ 
cellent growth records, they 
aren't companies you should 
have picked for investing If 
• your emphasis was to be on 
.income. 

If you could afford to wait 
a few — or several — years, the 
stocks you hold should evenu- 
ally give you a very good rate 
of return indeed. 

However, since you have in¬ 
dicated you can’t wait, I suggest 
you talk over your objectives 
with a good broker and your 
bank's trust officer and try to 
come up with a list of good- 
quality companies among utili¬ 
ties and major manufacturing 
finns that can be expected to 
return you 4% or 5% on your 
investment. 

Expensive Commission 

Mutuals would be one way of 
reaching your objective, but you 
would have to pay a hefty sales 
commission to buy Into them: 
at age 70, this may be ex¬ 
pensive. 

You could, of course, escape 


that commission by purchasing 
shares in a no-load fund. How¬ 
ever, there are very few funds 
that would give you, as dividend 
income, the current 4% to 5% 
return you could get by buying 
good-grade corporate stocks di¬ 
rectly. 

You could, of course, use 
the fund's regular with¬ 
drawal plan for the receipt 
of more funds monthly. 

You shouldn’t mistrust 
your own judgment, as your 
letter indicated you do. You 
bought good stocks, on the 
whole. Some of them just 
aren’t set up to do the job 
right now that you need. 

The answer to this. I think. 
Is to reassess what you're after, 
and then go after it. 

Q. My broker says I should 
transfer my savings into a 
mutual fund and set up a 
monthly withdrawal plan. Do 
you think this makes sense? 

A. A mutual fund monthly 
withdrawal plan would be one 
way for "you to receive regular 
cash to supplement your other 
income to live on. Mutual funds, 
of course, are happy to set up 
such a program. 

If you plan on doing this, I 
suggest you do two things: 

First, check back at least 
10 years into the history of 
the fund you are consider¬ 
ing as a purchase. This will 
tell you whether It has had 
' a high enough earnings rate 
to sustain the withdrawals 
you would be making. 

Understand, of course, 
that past history can only 
be an indicator of what you 
might reasonably expect In 
the future—not a guarantee. 

Second, don't withdraw 
all your savings. 

You didn't say how much you 
have in your savings account, 
but you should leave a few 
thousand dollars there, partly 
because present interest rates 
are high enough to make it 
worthwhile, and partly because 
it is important to keep some 
money that is readily accessible 
In case of emergency. 


Filing of Tax Estimate Explained 


Tour Europe In Style--On S7 a Day 


(Wall Street Journal) 

The striking thing about the 
Administration’s proposed trav¬ 
el tax is that it is intentionally 
designed to interfere with the 
liberties of American citizens. 

That the tax will inhibit the 
ability of ordinary Americans 
to travel to Europe is not 
merely an unfortunate side ef¬ 
fect. 

The whole purpose of the pro¬ 
posal is to allow the Govern¬ 
ment, in its ultimate wisdom 
and benevolence, to control the 
movement and spending of its 
citizens. 

It is ail very well for the Ad¬ 
ministration to cloud the coer¬ 
cive intentions of the tax with 
deductions and other gimmicks. 

Yet in doing so it paints a 
curious picture of its own no¬ 
tions of social worth. It allows 
a $7 daily allowance free and 
taxes the next 58 a day at half 
the ordinary 30% rate. ‘ 

The intention, apparently, 
is to avoid interfering with 
the dirty shirt set, skylarking 
students and other minimal 


who has put aside $1000—say 
$200 a year for five years— 
for the total expenses of three 
weeks In Europe will find he 
now needs about 15% more, 
which will prove painful If not 
prohibitive. 

To help enforce these elei 
vated and discriminating no¬ 


tions, the traveler is faced with 
elaborate methods of repres¬ 
sion: Report and justify and 
post bond before you can be re¬ 
leased from the United States. 

It Is also very well for the 
Administration to say the tax 
will expire in two years if Con¬ 
gress enacts it at all. but that 
is one we have heard before. 

Our own moming line has 
very long odds on this tax pass¬ 
ing from the national scene any 
time before the current Admin¬ 
istration does. 

Especially so since the Ad¬ 
ministration is doing nothing to 
attack the more basic cause of 
the balance-of-payments prob¬ 
lem. 

It is not in any signficant 
way cutting back on its own 
overseas commitments, which 
lie much nearer to the heart 
of the problem than tourism 
does. 

Nor is it pursuing the Gov¬ 
ernmental austerity at home 
which is the only Internation¬ 
ally proven cure for pay¬ 
ments deficits. 

At the same time it pro¬ 
poses the travel tax It pre¬ 
sents a budget with a deficit, 
if everything goes exactly 
perfectly, of some $8 billion. 

The travel tax. then, is mere¬ 
ly the latest edition of a weary 
story. 

For the mistakes of their gov¬ 
ernors, the people will pay, not 
only with their money but with 
their freedom.

SAFETY EMPHASIZED 
IN. DRAGWAY RACING 

To the Editor: 

Some ten years ago, organ¬ 
ized drag racing got its initial 
start as a means of cutting 
down the illegal and hazardous 
street racing that occurred al¬ 
most nightly in our area. 

Methods of normal enforce¬ 
ment had failed to solve tbe 
problem, and the Alton Drag¬ 
way project was looked upon as 


a possible remedy. I and John 
Storey provided the property 
and a runway. Local enforce¬ 
ment officials expressed their 
approval, and the highway pa¬ 
trol added its well-qualified en¬ 
dorsement. 

A management committee 
was established and. in no time 
at all, the situation had been 
brought under control. 

One of the most commenda¬ 
ble of the drag racing sport’s 
accomplishments is its ability 
to maintain self-control. Rules 
and regulations governing the 
sport are respected and ad¬ 
hered to by a following ever 
alert to their sport’s on-the- 
spot nature. 

Participants know that their 
local drag strip's success or 
failure depends largely on the 
manner in which they conduct 
themselves both while using 
the facilities and when they’re 
on the street. 

Every car entered in compe¬ 
tition at a bonafide drag strip 
is required to undergo an in¬ 
spection to determine whether 
it is mechanically safe. This 
happens at every event con¬ 
ducted—not just once ®r twice 
a season. A well-briefed inspec¬ 
tion committee makes a con¬ 
scientious effort to detect any 
possible source of hazard be¬ 


fore the car is allowed to make 
a run. 

Among the faster types of 
cars, important items such as 
roll bars, safety belts, flywheel 
shields and safety helmets are 
a must. Participants were the 
first to require these safety de¬ 
vices in sports activities. 

Those who take part in drag 
racing events respect and be¬ 
lieve in safety. They are aware 
that certain risks do exist, as 
they do on our highways, and 
they are alert to the demand 
for constant vigilance. 

Nearly ten years have elapsed 
since the conception of organ¬ 
ized drag racing in the Alton 
area. In this period of time, we 
have witnessed over 100,000 
match races by over 218,000 
participants, with only one fa¬ 
tality and three major acci¬ 
dents. This is a small percent¬ 
age, and a record in which we 
take pride. 

Alton Dragway will continue 
to put forth every effort to pre¬ 
vent a recurrence of these 
tragic incidents by giving 
young people a place to let off 
steam and enjoy fair-minded, 
clean competition under the 
safes? possible conditions.

Q—I’ve never filed an esti¬ 
mated tax before. How can I 
tell for sure what my income 
is going to be this year? 

A—One method of estimating 
your 1968 tax Is to use the in¬ 
come and expense figures ap¬ 
pearing on your 1967 return. 

If your income or expenses 
change during the year, you 
can amend your declaration 
when quarterly payments are 
due in June. September and 
January. 

Remember, too. that an esti¬ 
mate is just that. As long as 
your payments are made on 
time and total at least 80% 
of your final 1968 tax liability, 
■you will not be penalized. 

Medical Insurance 

Q—I want to deduct my med¬ 
ical insurance premiums but 
can’t find the place to do this 
on the tax form. Where do they 
go? 

A—Enter your medical insur¬ 
ance premiums on Page 2 of 


Form 1040. Use the first and 
fifth lines of Part IV, Itemized 
Deductions. 

The premiums can’t be 
deducted on Form 1040A. 
That form can only be used 
by taxpayers who don’t 
Itemize deductions. 

Q — Is Income from a 
scholarship taxable? 

A — Scholarships and fel¬ 
lowship grants are tax tree 
within certain limitations. 

For more details, send a post¬ 
card to your District Director 
and ask for Document No. 5575. 
"Scholarships and Fellowships ' 
General tax information for 
students is contained In the new 
publication, "Tax Information 
for Students and Parents,” Doc¬ 
ument No. 5972. Both are free 
Q — I'm in a car pool and 
drive over 40 miles to work and 
back. Can we take a llkcents-a- 
mile deduction for business 
travel? 

A — No. Tax law considers 
commuting to work a personal 
expense and. therefore, no de¬ 
duction Is allowed. 

A deduction is allowed, how 
ever, for state and local gaso¬ 
line taxes If you Itemize. This 
is explained on Page 9 of the 
1040 instructions. 


New Sub-Professional Jobs Needed 


By DR. ARTHUR M. ROSS 
Commissioner, Bureau of 
Labor Statistics 

Millions of persons who are 
underemployed, unemployed or 
out of the labor force entirely 
could be trained for sub¬ 
professional jobs in many fields, 
including social work. 

There will be a heavy de¬ 
mand for social workers over 
the next decade. 

During the 1965-75 period, we 
estimate that social work man¬ 
power requirements may rise 
about 40%. from 150.000 to 
220.000. 

Manpower requirements in 
this field are expected to ex¬ 
ceed. by far. the supply of such 
workers that are likely to be¬ 
come available from the tradi¬ 
tional source—graduate schools 
of social work. 

To minimize the gap, the 
profession must come up with 


new ways to attract more 
young people to the field. 

Reduce Required Training 

But perhaps the greatesi 
need is to structure social work 
so that people with a bachelor's 
degree—or perhaps with only 
junior college education or less 
—can participate more fully In 
social welfare tasks. 

Training those with serious 
job problems for sub-profes¬ 
sional employment in social 
work Is especially appropriate 
because of the need to Involve 
Indigenous personnel in com¬ 
munity action and other pov¬ 
erty and social welfare pro¬ 
grams. 

The Department of Labor 
has recommended that many 
professional jobs be redesigned 
so that people with less skill 
and training can be employed 
to perform routine tasks as as¬ 
sistants to professionals.

Rebuilding Antique Organs Tests Retiree's Skills 


Sans Soud Appointed 
To Easter Seal Post 


. Rebuilding and refinish¬ 
ing reed organs of antique 
vintage isn’t exactly the 
most common hobby in the 
world, but it’s the only one 
that Edwin Meyling thinks 
he would like. 

And now that he’s been 
at it for six years, Mey¬ 
ling insists the past-time is 
“just the thing” for him 
because it keeps him busy 
in his retirement years, re¬ 
quires the continued use of 
his skill as a wood pattern 
maker and, most of all, is 
“constructive and produc¬ 
tive." 

The work, he admits, is 
exacting at times because 
of the great precision with 
wjlich reed organs were 
built, and therefore the need 
of precision in rebuilding 
them. The six organs which 
he has acquired since he 
took up the past-time orig¬ 
inally were built in an era 
from 1890 to 1908. 

' “But that’s what I like 
about it," Meyling said. 
“After I work on one of 
these organs I can see what 
I have accomplished, and 
it gives me a feeling of self- 
satisfaction. I’ve always 
liked to see what I pro¬ 
duced. If I spent a lot of 
time watching television, 
all I could see is what 
someone else produced.” 

Retired Three Years 

Meyling, who is 68 and 
has been retired since 1965, 
relates that he took up the 
hobby of rebuilding old or¬ 
gans due to a course of 
events that began when a 
friend of the family gave 
him an organ that had 
been used for several years 
in a church, 

“It was in pretty fair 
shape except for deteriora¬ 
tion from age, and I decid¬ 
ed to completely-rebuild it, 
replace the worn parts and 
reflnish it,” Meyling said. 

It took him about a year, 
Meyling recalls. He com-

is 77 years old, has 61 keys 
and a sharp, distinct tone 
with high volume. 

His last project is a Kim¬ 
ball, made in Chicago just 
before the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. Meyling located this 
one in Alsey, III. and cost 
him $75. It is made of red 
elm wood and produced a 
lustrous dark finish resem¬ 
bling stained walnut or ma¬ 
hogany. 

"I thought it was walnut 
when I bought it,” Meyling 
said, and didn’t discover it 
was red elm until I started 
refinishing it. That was 
really a job. The owner 
must have put a coat of 
paint on it every year. I 
didn’t think I ever would 
get.done scraping paint off 
the cabinet.” 

Meyling estimates that 
rebuilding an organ, from 
the time he starts disman¬ 
tling it until it is reas¬ 
sembled and refinished, 
takes an average of a year 
for each instrument. It costs 
him an average of about $60 
for each organ for parts, 
replacement of wood panel¬ 
ing and rebuilding of the 
bellows which is necessary 
in every instrument. 

Plans To Sell Them 

Meyling plans to sell sev¬ 
eral of the organs and noted 
that anyone interested in 
the instruments is welcome 
to inspect them in his home. 
He said he expects to get 
about $300 for each of the 


The older an organ is, 
the better its tone. Meyling 
explained. This is due, he 
said, to the aging of the 
wood, just as the tone of 
a violin improves with age. 

For that reason, he said, 
he has refinished all of his 
organs by staining and pol-

Pekin, 111., in 1898. It is 
made of birchwood and has 
a 61-key instrument board 
and a soft melodious tone. 
It is one of the two organs 
in Meyling’s living room. 

His thjrd project was a 
Hinners - organ, made in 
Pekin in 1908 and has a cab¬ 
inet of oak. Meyling said 
this organ is bigger than 
most with a 72-key instru¬ 
ment board, with immense 
volume and a ringing tone. 
He located it at the home 
of a family in Birger, Mo., 
where the organ had been 
standing in 18 inches of 
flood water from the Mis^ 
souri River. 

That one took some extra 
time, he recalls, because 
the entire bottom section of 
the cabinet had to be re¬ 
built and all of the bellows 
system replaced. This or¬ 
gan Meyling also has in his 
living room. 

In his basement are two 
more completely rebuilt 
reed organs, one of light 
finish and one of dark fin¬ 
ish. The larger of the two 
is a product of Farrand Co. 
at Detroit, Mich., and was 
located by Meyling in Gran¬ 
ite City. He paid $40 for it 
because it was in bad con¬ 
dition throughout. Meyling 
said he had to replace many 
of the parts which he made 
himself in his workshop. It 


ed more and more about the 
construction of organs and 
now buys regular organ 
cloth and other materials 
from supply houses. 

Decided on Another 

Meyling recalls that when 
he completed rebuilding and 
refinishing that first organ 
he felt such satisfaction in 
the accomplishment that he 
decided to remake another 
—if he could find one. That 
first organ is now in the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Vera Willaredt, in Daven¬ 
port, Iowa. 

In his home today, Mey¬ 
ling, who lives at 2318 Edi¬ 
son avenue, has four com¬ 
pletely rebuilt antique reed 
organs, ail handsomely fin¬ 
ished and in perfect playing 
condition. Each organ, he 
says, has its own “person¬ 
ality” in tone, which is ap¬ 
parent when his wife, Fre¬ 
da. plays for a visitor. 

Meyling does not play, but 
he points out that this is no 
deterrent in remaking the 
organs, since no tuning is 
required in the reed panels. 
Once the reeds, small metal 
elongated pieces of brass 
are installed in the original 
construction of the instru¬ 
ment, they are permanently 
tuned and operate similarly 
to a harmonica when air 
is blown into it. 

Meyling has another or¬ 
gan in his basement work¬ 
shop. He bought it for $50 
not long ago and dismantled 
it. 

“I goofed when I bought 
this one,” Meyling asserts. 

Damaged by Mice 

“When I took it apart, I 
found the wooden stripping 
along the reed panel had 
been partially eaten away 
by mice. That ruined the 
organ. Once the reed panel 
is damaged, the organ is 
gone as a playing instru¬ 
ment. 

"But the cabinet contains 
some panels and other 
pieces that I can use for 
parts, so it isn’t all a loss,” 
he said. 

To locate a second organ 
to rebuild, Meyling resorted 
to advertising, as he has 
done since completing his 
work on the first instru¬ 
ment. This, he said, results 
in some interesting diver¬ 
sions from the actual con¬ 
struction work. Finding an 
organ in a. good enough 
condition to merit all the 
work that goes into it takes 
him all over the state to 
check out calls he receives 
from his ads. 

“We have driven several 
hundreds of miles on a 
weekend to look ovqr or¬ 
gans that people have called 
us about,” Meyling said. 
“And you would be sur¬ 
prised to see some of the 
pieces that their owners 
want to sell anywhere from 
$50 to $200. Some of it is 
just junk, but people think 
that because it is old, it is 
valuable.” 

Rebuilds Second Organ 

Meyling obtained the sec¬ 
ond organ from a family in 
Pershing, Mo., paying $75 
for it. It is a Hinners & 
Albertson product, made in 


pletely dismantled the in¬ 
strument and found the air 
bellows in a deteriorated 
condition, which he says is 
the principal defect in most 
old reed organs. 

"I didn’t know anything 
about supply houses or other 
sources of materials I would 
need.” Meyling said, "so I 
rebuilt that first bellows 
from hospital bed sheeting.
